GENERAL REMABKS AND STATEMENTS. 



Records of births, marriages, and deaths, which when compiled may serve 
as vital statistics, are now made in many of the most enlightened States and 
ConntrieSy for many purposes, including those connected with the legal settle- 
ment of questions of property, those relating to the genealogy of families, to 
the supplying of bases for profound studies in social science, such, for instance, 
as those into the laws of increase of population, relations of marriages to 
food-supply, etc. ; but by far the most important use now made of these 
records seems to be their compilation in such ways, and their union with such 
other knowledge and in such manner as shall reveal the actual causes of the 
preventable and avoidable deaths which are now believed to constitute so large 
a proportion of the mortality in every State and Country. 

The year 1875 was much more than usually favorable to life in Michigan, 
and these statistics for that year are therefore unusually valuable for the 
study of the conditions most conducive to life in this State. The decreased 
number of deaths is especially evident from diagram No. 3, page 110, wherein 
it appears that the deaths were unusually few during the warmest months — 
the time of year when the deaths are generally most numerous. The class of 
causes of deaths from which there was the greatest decrease in the year 1875, 
is shown, in Table XIV., page 163, to have been Glass I. — the zymotic dis- 
eases. Just what specified diseases are included in this class may be seen on 
pages 171-173, where the number of deaths from each disease is given for the 
State as a whole, and, in the same table, for each county. The table follow- 
ing it permits of studying each disease by ages of decedents, etc., and by 
months of the year. The search for the real causes of deaths, which lie 
behind the specified diseases or other causes given in the returns, is greatly 
facilitated by the difiFerent diagrams which exhibit the deaths and the principal 
coincident meteorological conditions; it may be seen, for instance, by diagram 
No. 6, page 252, that coincident with the low death-rate in the summer months 
(which is shown in diagram No. 3, page 110) the temperature was unusually 
low during June, July, and August — months when a low temperature is 
favorable to life. A comparison of these same diagrams will show that the 
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increased deaths in February were coincident with an unusually low tempera- 
ture in that month — that being a time of year when an unusually low temper- 
ature is not favorable to life. These instances are both illustrations of what 
the compiler has suggested* may be a general law, which has been reached 
by means of the vital statistics collected in this State. It is by such general 
truths, which are the very foundations of sanitary science, that public- health- 
work is to secure a firm and reliable basis for practical efficiency; for although 
the knowledge thus gained is not such as was expected, and we may not now be 
able to avoid or prevent deaths caused by either a high or a low temperature, 
yet we must agree that knowledge of the real causes of deaths is an essential 
preliminary to generally successful efforts for their prevention ; and whenever 
those causes are once absolutely known, we have reason to hope that the 
ingenuity of mankind will find some way of avoiding them or of preventing 
many deaths from them. 

In years past these statistics have shown a very considerable death-rate from 
zymotic diseases, and efforts have been made, especially by the State Board of 
Health, toward the restriction and prevention of some of that class of dis- 
eases. The fact that the greatest decrease in deaths in Michigan in 1875 was 
in the zymotic class is especially worthy of notice, because it may encourage 
«till more active efforts for the prevention of such diseases. 

The compiler desires here to acknowledge that he has been greatly aided in 
his part of the work of the preparation of this volume by those in the State 
Department who have so well performed their work upon the material the 
volume contains ; especially are acknowledgments due to Mr. Louis DeLamar- 
ter, who has been connected with the vital statistics for many years, and has 
that thorough knowledge of every detail which comes from long experience, 
and which enables him to manage methods of work and to prepare the tables, 
exhibits, and diagrams, with great accuracy. 

This volume has not been compiled without much labor, which would be 
more useful in results if the records were as good as they might be under an 
improved law ; yet to the writer it has been a labor of love, because of the 
constant hope that our stock of knowledge, on questions of great importance 
to the happiness of the human race, may thus receive some contributions from 
sources which are not yet generally made to yield as freely as they should.

The Damber of Births, Marriages and Deaths that were returned to the State 
Department for each of the years 1868-1875, the number of Births and Deaths 
as corrected for omissions in euamerating for the years 1871-1875, and the 
excess of Births over Deaths in both cases, are shown in Exhibit A. The 
greatest excess of Births over Deaths, as they were retarned, was for the year 
1873, while the largest excess when the Births and Deaths are corrected occurs 
for the year 1874. The reasons for the corrections made because of omissions 
in enumerating, and the methods employed in making the corrections, have 
been fully explained in previous reports. 

Exhibit A also shows the relations which the Births, Marriages and Deaths 
sustain to each other, not only for any given year, but also from one year to 
another.

Many interesting facts concerning Births, Marriages and Deaths and their 
relation to the inhabitants of the State, are shown in Exhibit B. Marriages 
are corrected for additional returns up to Feb. 1, 1877, hence statements pub* 
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lished ill the last Report have been modified because of the additional retarns. 
The natural daily increase of population in 1875, according to the returns, is 
larger than for 1874, but when the Births and Deaths are corrected the natural 
daily increase is smaller than for 1874, although larger than for any previous 
year.

Some important comparisons may be made from Table I. which gi^es the 
average number of Births, Marriages and Deaths for each quarter, month, 
week, and day of the year 1875. The same is also shown when the Births and 
Deaths are corrected for omissions in enumerating. It may be seen from this 
Table that, according to the returns, there were 19,968 more children born 
than persons died during the year 1875. When the returns are corrected, the 
excess of Births over Deaths for the year is 29,264.

DIAGRAMS. 

As ia previous reports, diagrams have been made for the year 1875, ia order 
that the reader may more clearly understand the relations which the births, 
marriages, and deaths sustain to each other, and which the most prom- 
inent meteorological conditions sustain to some of the more important dis- 
eases. An effort has been made to have these diagrams as self-explanatory 
as possible so that they may be easily understood. The irregular lines which 
cross the diagrams from left to right represent diseases, classes of diseases, or 
meteorological conditions, as specified in each diagram. These lines intersect 
the perpendicular lines which represent the several months, and from these 
points of intersection the number of deaths, or the degree of temperature as 
the case may be, is learned by looking in the figure-column at the left of the 
diagram, the figures on the same level as the point of intersection being the ones 
which state the fact concerning that point. The diagrams are all accurately 
drawn to a given scale so that the rise or fall of a line, representiug a particu- 
lar disease, will correctly indicate the increase or decrease in the number of 
deaths from such disease, from month to month. By this means one may 
readily appreciate the relative number of deaths from any given disease in any 
month in the year. It will thus be seen that many diseases bear a close rela- 
tion to the temperature, because the number of deaths increase when the 
temperature rises, and correspoudingly decrease when it falls. On the other 
hand the opposite of this is true in certain diseases. In order to facilitate the 
study of these diagrams they are generally printed on the pages opposite the 
tables which the diagrams are made to illustrate.

causing thia regular periodical increaso of birtha : B; reforring to Exhibit 7, 
page 163, and Diacrram No. i. page 163, it may be seen that the numbers of 
deaths from zymotic diseases in the months of August and September were 
much greater thau in any other months, being 37.59 percent (nearly one-third) 
of all the deaths from this clas"! of diseases returned for 1875. The zymotic 
cI^BS includes scarlet fever, measles, diphtheria, croup, etc., and, what is more 
important in thia connection, it also includes diarrhea, dysentery, etc., diseases 
nhicli are especiully prevalent and fatal in the months just mentioned, and 
which keep the mothers of children in a condition of nervous tension, which 
a liule later it seems quite possible may generally or at least frequently be fol- 
lowed by a mental condition which begets a desire for replenishing the family 
which has been devastated by these diseases which ore so terribly fatal among 
the young children. Whether or not there is such a relation as is here sug- 
gested, can probably be learned by continued examination of the evidence ia 
future years.

The number of children returned as having been born in Michigan during 
the year ending December 31, 1875, as shown in the tables compiled in this 
State Department, is 31,958, which is an increase of 807 over the number for 
1874, and, with the exception of the year 1873, is larger than the number 
shown for any previous year. As regards a few preceding years, a comparison 
is facilitated by Table I., page 3. 

By applying the method of correction for omissions in the enumeration of 
births, used by the compiler and explained in preceding reports, it is found 
that the number of births returned was about 68.61 per cent of the births 
which probably occurred in 1875, and that in order to make the number of 
births returned equal the number which probably occurred, the number 
returned must be increased by about 45.76 per cent of itself. 

This correction is made necessary by the delay in making the enumeration, 
in accordance with our State law, which is very faulty in this particular, and 
should bo improved. According to this law, the births and deaths for any 
year are not collected until between the tenth day of April and the first day of 
June of the year after they occur, and these returns are not due at the State 
Department, where the compilation is made, until the first day of the follow- 
ing September ; so that the returns of the births which occur in January are 
not due at this office until twenty months after they occur. This useless and 
expensive delay causes much extra labor, and is very detrimental to the value 
of these important statistics. 

The following tabular exhibit shows, for each of the years 1871-1875, and 
the average for the five years, what per cent of the probable actual births 
were returned, and what per cent of the number of births returned should 
be added to the number returned to make it equal the number which probably 
occurred, according to the compiler's method of estimating the omissions. 
By this exhibit it may bo seen that the per cent for the year 1875 is very near 
the average for the five years, — nearer than any other year in the exhibit.

Table I. shows, for each of the years 1871-1875, the number and per cent 
of total number of births in Michigan returned as having occurred in each 
quarter of the year. The largest per cent in 1875 is shown for the third 
quarter, — ending with September, — which is the case with each year except 
1871, and the smallest for the first quarter. If the number of births as cor- 
rected for omissions in enumerating is used, it will be found that the propor- 
tion of births in the different quarters is different from that shown in Table I. 
In Table I. the order, greatest per cent fii*st, is : third quarter, 27.88 per 
cent; fourth quarter, 26.29 per cent; second quarter, 24.91 per cent; first 
quarter, 20.73 per cent. If the births are corrected for omissions in enumer- 
ating, excluding unknown month, the order is: third quarter, 26.87 per 
cent; second quarter, 26.37 per cent; first quarter, 23.82 per cent; fourth 
quarter, 22.94 per cent. Table I. indicates that in the last half of the year 
54.17 per cent of all the births during the year occurred ; the computation 
just mentioned indicates that 53.24 per cent occurred during the middle half 
of the year; also that the proportions in the second and third quarters are 
nearly the same. 

In births as returned, the fourth quarter shows nearly as large a proportion 
as the third, and is second in the order of greatest first ; but it should be borne 
in mind that probably a larger proportion of the births which actually occurred 
in the latter part of the year were returned than of those which occurred ear- 
lier in the year ; and it is probable that the order of the quarters by number 
of births as corrected for omissions in the enumeration is nearer the truth.

4 VITAL STATISTICS OP MICHIGAN, 1875. 

CAUSES OF UKEQUAL BIRTH-RATE IN DIFFERENT MONTHS. 

Table II. shows the number and per cent of births returned for each month 
of each of the years 1872-1875, the months of each year being arranged in 
order, the one with the greatest number of births first. August or September 
heads the list in six of the seven years — 1869-1875. By reference to Exhibit 
2, and Diagram No. 1, on a preceding page, it will be seen that in the months 
of conception of these births (November and December, 1874) the number of 
marriages was £:reater than in any other months. 

The compiler has shown in a previous Beport — ^Vital Statistics of Michigan 
1870, pages 7-9, **that the uniform proportion of births by seasons is in a 
majority of months influenced by the number of marriages ; second, that, for 
the reason that the excess or deficit in the number of births compared with the 
average number is larger than the excess or deficit of marriages for the months 
in which the conceptions occurred, compared with the average number of 
marriages, it would appear that the marriage-rate is not — to say the least — the 
only cause of the uniform excess or deficiency of births at different seasons of 
the year; third, taking the two foregoing propositions together, it seems that 
both the marriage and the birth rate are to some extent dependent upon the 
same cause, which, although not manifest here, it is altogether probable is a 
physiological one, and directly connected with climate or season of year.'* It 
was then stated that ^'unless there is some deficiency in the collection of these 
statistics in this State, which acts regularly in the same manner each year, the 
exceptions * * * seem to show that in some months the birth rate is 
greater or less notwithstanding the influence of the marriage-rate in a contrary 
direction at the time the conceptions occur.'' It has since been pointed out in 
these Beports that the great number of marriages which occur in July, probably 
have no relation to physiological or climatic causes or considerations, and 
result simply from the occurrence of an important holiday — the *' Fourth of 
July.'' This may explain, in part at least, the exceptions just mentioned. It 
has also been shown in Diagram 1, page xv.. Vital Statistics of Michigan 1874, 
that when the births and deaths are corrected for omissions the strongly- 
marked and upward cun^e of the line representing the increased number of 
deaths in the months of August, September and October, in each year, coincide 
in a striking manner with the downward curve of the line representing the 
decreased number of births (conceived in those months) which occurred just 
nine months later. The diagram is a very instructive one ; it was not particu- 
larly discussed in last Beport ; it was thought probable that there was a still 
closer relation between the deaths of persons at the reproductive ages and the 
conceptions, and Diagram 1 in this Beport was planned to study that question. 
It turns out that, for the single year studied, there is no well-marked relation 
whatever between the deaths of persons at the reproductive ages and the births 
nine months later. It may seem a little strange that deaths of persons at other 
than the reproductive ages should influence the birth-rate more than deaths at 
such ages, but if the evidence of Diagram 1 in this Beport is continued this 
will seem to be established. The explanation may be something as follows : 
Compared with the whole number of women who bear children the deaths of 
persons at the reproductive ages are few, the death-rate at that time of life 
being very small, and the influence on the births is therefore not great; and, 
at such ages the deaths are more evenly distributed throughout the year, 
because it is the very young who die in the hot weather, and the very old who 
die in the very cold weather. In this State it appears, from Diagram 1, that

there are two seasoDB each year when there is a decrease in the birth-rate, and 
the time of the conceptions for such births correspond somewhat with the two 
eeasons just mentioned — namely^ the time of many deaths of the very young 
and the time of many deaths of old people. It is well-known that of the entire 
population quite a large proportion are at the younger ages, — according to the 
census of 1870* there were in Michigan 164,289 children under the age of five 
years, and only 207,023 women aged between twenty and forty-five years ; of 
these a large number were unmarried, and only a portion of those married bear 
children in any given year, so that the death of seven or eight hundred children 
in a month as occurred in August and September, 1874, might be expected to 
have a very considerable influence on the mothers, especially as each death 
represents many cases of serious, sickness, and as many of those who are liable 
to become mothers are already the mothers of children. This course of 
reasoning will not apply with so much force to the relations which the sickness 
and deaths of old people bear to the birth-rate, for the number of old people is 
comparatively small^ but it is reasonable to suppose that some of the decrease 
in conceptions during the months of January, February, March and April may 
be due to the influences of such sickness and deaths. 

It is interesting to notice by Diagram 1, on a preceding page, that the 
decrease in the conceptions during the months of January, February and 
March, is in each year coincident with a considerable decrease in the marriages, 
compared with preceding months, and that the unusually large decrease in 
the births in the last three months of 1875 coincides with an unusually large 
decrease in marriages nine months earlier. 

The subject of the relation of the marriages to the births is further studied 
in connection with Table III. and Exhibit £, on subsequent pages.

Table III. facilitates the study of the influence of the marriages upon the 
births^ by comparing, by months equalized to uniform length, the number of 
births with the number of marriages in months of conceptions of the births. 
In seven of the twelve months, a larger than average number of marriages was 
followed by a larger than average number of conceptions, as shown by the 
number of births nine months afterward. This comparison loses much of its 
value because of the unfortunate delay in the enumeration of the births, in 
accordance with our imperfect law, which delay does not affect the showing for 
the marriages. In consequence of this fact, exhibit E is made, from the births 
as corrected to include all the births which probably occurred, as shown in 
Exhibit 3, preceding ; and from this Exhibit E it appears that in nine of the 
twelve months a larger than average number of conceptions appears for months 
when a larger than average number of marriages was solemnized, and the three 
exceptions are not very marked. But these exceptions are sufficient to indi- 
cate that the birth-rate is influenced by some cause or causes other than the 
marriage-rate, as suggested on a previous page.

aELATION OF THE BIRTU-KATE TO SEX OF CHILDREN BORN. 

Table V. does iiot afford the opportunity for study that the corresponding 
tables for previous years have afforded. The State Census of 1871 does not 
show, and the Census law does not provide for showiog, the Population by 
Color or by Age in years, so that these data for 1875 for this table cannot be 
obtained, and the data for 1870, according to the U. S. Census, are thought to 
be of little ralae in comparison with the births in 1875. In studying the 
proportion of the sexos, it is found that the proportion of males is greatest 
among the black inhabitants, and least among the Indians. 

The number of births of children returned without tho color being stated ia 
smaller for 187& than for any year since 1871. 

Propositions heretofore mode in these Beports concerning the birth-rate by 
counties, as shown in Table VI., are: 1, greater than average birth-rate, 
coincident with more than average proportion of males; 3, greater than 
average birth-rate, with lees than average proportion of males ; 3, less than 
average birth-rate, with less than average proportion of males ; 4, less than 
average birth-rate, more than average proportion of males. For four counties 
there is no statement, and of the remaining 73 connties, the first proposition is 
true of 20 counties, the second, of Zi, the third, of 16, and the fourth, of 14 
counties. The propositiou that a greater than average birth-rate ia attended 
with Us3 than the average proportion of male children, and vice versa, holds 
true in 34 of 07 counties in 1871, in 37 of 68 counties in 1872, in 36 of 69 
counties in 1873, in 33 of 68 counties in 1874, and in 36 of 73 counties in 1875. 
It will be seen, therefore, that this proposition becomes a rale only in 1871 
and 1872, while in 1875 the counties are evenly divided on this propositiou 
and its opposite, each proposition holding true in 36 of the 73 counties. The 
proposition that a greater than average birth-rate is attended with Jess than 
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average proportion of males, and vice versa does not represent half of the 
inhabitants of the State, as shown in Table VI.,— only 503,080 of the 1,326,742 
inhabitants represented by returns of births in 1875 being represented by this 
proposition.

Table YI. sappliea quite a iinmber of interestiug facts which are stated for 
each county. Most of its atatementB are plainly seen by any one who examines 
it; one of the combinatioDS, howerer, is not rery manifest, and it is therefore 
elaborated in comments on "Relations of the birth-rate to Sex of Children 
born," on p^es 30 and 21. 

BIBTH-EATE OF NATITE-BOBN A.KD OF FOBEIQN-BORN INHABITANTS. 

In previous Beports, an exhibit has been printed, shovring, by nativity, by 
sex, the number of inhabitants in 1870, the number of parenU of children 
bom, and the per cent of inhabitants to parents of children born in Michigan. 
But in this Report, it is thought best not to publish the number of inhabitsnts 
in 1870, as a comparison of inhabitants in 1870 with the births in 1875 is not 
of much valne, and the State Ceusus of 1874 does not furniah data for snch 
an exhibit. We can obtain, from the State Cenans of 1874, the number of in- 
habitants of Michigan in 1874 of all nativities, by eex, but not of each nativity; 
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VITAL STATISTICS OP MICHIGAy, 1876. 



and comparing the total inhabitants in 1874 with the parents of children bom 
in 1874 and in 1875, by sex, we find that the per cent of inhabitants to parents 
of children bom, of all natiyities, in 1874 was: Total, 4.64; males, 4.44; 
females, 4.85; and in 1875 the per cent was: Total, 4.76; males, 4.56; 
females, 4.98. The per cent is slightly greater for 1875 than for 1874, bat 
this may be due to the fact that the popnlation in 1874 is used without making 
allowance for the increase which had probably been made since the Census 
of 1874. 

Table YIL is made for the purpose of showing the proportion of children 
bom of native and of foreign-bom parents. The proportion of children bom 
of parents who were both natiye-born is greater in 1875 than in 1874, as is 
also the case with the foreign-bom parents ; and the proportion of children 
bom of parents the nativity of one of whom is unknown is smaller than in 
1874.

AVERAGE ULTIMATE KUMBER OF CHILDREK TO A MOTHER. 

Exhibit 1 is made from data obtained from the '^Twenty-third Segistration 
Report, Ehode Island, 1875,'* page 03. Such an exhibit was first published 
in "Vital Statistics of Michigan, 1874,*' and is intended to show a method of 
ascertaining the average ultimate number of children to an average mother. 
In the last Beport the data used were for the city of Providence, S. I., but in 
the present Keport the data from which the exhibit was made were for the 
entire State of Bhode Island. It contributes to an interesting study of the 
natural increase of population by excess of births over deaths, and it is to be 
hoped such facts as those upon which it is based may soon be collected in 
this State. 

From the Registration Beport of Bhode Island, above referred to, was 
ascertained the number of first, second, third, etc., children born in that State 
in 1875. These numbers are placed in the diagonal column between two 
zigzag lines which cross the several other columns, the footing of which 
diagonal column shows the number of children born in 1875, which is 6,495. 
At the left of the zigzag lino crossing the 18 columns, are placed numbers, in 
their proper columns, showing the number of children borne previously to 1875 
by those mothers who bore children in 1875. These numbers are footed out 
to the left, in the "total*' column, to show the number of children borne 
previously to 1875 by each class of mothers. The footing of this column 
shows the total number of children borne previously to 1875 by these same 
mothers who bore children in 1875 to be 16,494. At the right of the zigzag 
line are placed the numbers, in their proper columns, showing the number of 
children to be borne after 1875 (at the rate in 1875) by these same mothers 
who bore children in 1875. These numbers are footed out to the right, and 
placed in the "total" column to show the number of children to be borne 
after 1875 by each class of mothers. The footing of this column shows the 
total number of children to be borne after 1875 by all the mothers who bore 
children in 1875 to be 16,494. By adding together the number born in 1875 
(6,495), the number borne previously to 1875 (16,494), and the number to be 
borne after 1875 (16,494), we obtain the aggregate number of children which 
these mothers who bore children in 1875 will probably have borne in a life- 
time (39,483). The number of twin births among these children born in 1875 
was 71; subtracting this number from the number of children born in 1875 
(6,495) we obtain 6,424 as the number of mothers who bore children in 1875. 
If 0,424 mothers will have borne 39,483 children in a life-time, the average 
ultimate number of children which an average mother will have borne in a 
life-time will be: 39,483-f-6,424=:6.15. If no allowance is made for twin- 
births, the average number will be 6.08. 

From the above demonstration we make the following Rule for ascertainithg 
the ultimate number of children to an average mother: Given, stateimnts for an 
average year, multiply by two the number of children already borne by the mothers 
in a community who have borne children during the year, from this product 
subtract the number of children born in that year, and divide the remainder by 
the said number of mothers. 

In last Beport, pages 43 and 44, was published comments and a table exhibiting 
the "expectation" of children to be borne by each mother who has borne one, 
two, three, etc., children up to the twenty-second child, based upon statistics of 
twenty years'experience in Rhode Island, showing that the average ultimate num- 
ber of children to an average mother is 5.91, and to each woman who becomes a 
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mother it iB 4.00; this makes no acconut of mothers who may hare had twia 
births or other multiple births, and the averages might therefore be a little 
greater if such compatatioiis were made. It will be eeen that the year 1875 
appears to be Dot quite " an average year," yielding figures a little larger than 
those for the twenty years — 1857-1876, which were 6.91, as above stated, while 
for 1875 they were 6.08.

TWIN CHILDREN, 1875. 

The number of pairs of twins returned as having been born in Michigan in 
1875 is 370. This is more than in any previous year except 1873 and 1874. 
The order of the years 1870-1875, the one having the least number first, is: 
1871, 298; 1870, 339; 1872, 342; 1875, 370; 1874, 408; 1873, 420.

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Table X. shows by parent-nativity, the number of pairs of twins born in 
Michigan in 1875 ; and it appears by this table that 3G.22 per cent of all the 
twin births were of parents who were both native-born, and 42.97 per cent were 
of parents who were both foreign-born. Table VII., page 30, shows that for 
all children born, 44.51 per cent were of those whose parents were both native- 
born, and 34.80 per cent were of those whose parents were both foreign-born. 
This indicates a larger proportion of twin births among the foreign-born in- 
habitants than among the native-born, and a larger twin birth-rate among 
foreign-born than among native-born inhabitants; and this is proved by a 
comparison of the lines "One or Both Native," and *'One or Both Foreign," 
in Tables VII. and X. for 1875 and previous years.

The proportion of tnin births for each of the years 1873-1875, by uativity of 
mothere, is shonti la Exhibit 5. In 1875 the per cent of mothers who bore 
twina to all mothers is very much larger aoiong the foreign-born than among 
any other uativity, or among mothers of all nativities. This is true for each 
of the years 1871-1875. The per cant among the mulatto mothers is greatly in 
excess of that among other colors, 

EXHIBIT 5. — Btf Nativily and by Color of Mothers, Ike Number and Pro- 
portion of Tioin Births Heiurmd as having occurred in Michigan during the 
rears 1873, 1874, and 1875. 
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The per cent of twin birtlis among parents who were natives of the same 
and of different States or countries is shown in Table XI. It appears that 
over half (53.78 per cent) of the twin births in 1875 were children of parents 
who were natives of the same State or country.

Althongii tables showing tho immber of still-bii'ths in Michigan have been 
pablishi'd uvei y year, the data furnished by these tables previous to 1874 are 
not of very much importance, because of imperfect returns. In 1874 the still- 
births returned in the returns of births were, by comparisons, made to corre- 
spond with those in the returns of deaths; and this practice will probably be 
continued in following years, so that the data subsequent to 1873 will be more 
valuable. By Exhibit 6 it may be seen that the proportion of births in Michi- 
igan m which the children were still-born is greater in 1875 than in 1874, 
nearly two por cent of all the children born in 1875 being still-born. It is 
probable that many of the still-born children in the State are not enumerated, 
although every still-birth should be reported both as a birth and as a death.

By Exhibit 7 is shown, by nfttivity, the per cent of mothers of etiJl-born 
children to all mothers ; and it may be seen that a larger per cent of the for- 
eign-bom than of the natira-born niothera hore dead children; this being true 
for each of the years 1871-1875, except 1873, when the per cent was the same 
for the native as for the foreigu-born mothers. It is a matter of regret that 
the parent-nativity of so large a proportion of the still-births is not given. The 
infiaence of the nativity and occupation of parents npon the still-birth rate is 
a subject which may profitably be studied if sufficient data can be obtained.

ILLEGITIMATE CHILDREN. 

According to tlie returns of births to this Department, there were born iu 
this State during the year 1875, 193 illegitimate children, or si.x in every 
thousand children born. This is a smaller percentage than is shown for any 
year since 1870. The per cent of illigitimate children to all children born in 
each of the years 1868-1875 is ghown iu Exhibit 8 ; and the order of the 
years, the one having the greatest per cent 6rst, is as follows: 1873, .91 per 
cent; 1874, .76; 1872, .71; 1871, .70; 1875, .60; 1870, .58; 1868, .54; 
1869, .51. 

By Exhibit 9, it may be seen that 55 in every ten-thousand native-born 
mothers, and 24 in every ten-thousand foreign-born mothers, in 1875, bore 
illegitimate children ; and that the largest per cent of mothers of illegitimate 
children to all mothers was among the Indians, the next among the Black 
mothers; the per cent among the White mothers being smaller than for all 
mothers. 

Table XVIII. shows that the per cent of illegitimates of native-born moth- 
ers to all illegitimates born is 49.74, whereas the per cent of all children born 
of native-born mothers to all children born is 55.34, as shown in Exhibit P, 
page 31; so that while a much larger per cent appears for the illegitimate 
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childreu of native-boru than for tlioso of the foreiga-boni mothers, the per 
cent is uot proportionately so large. The nativity of more than one-third of 
the mothers of the illegitimate children returned for 1875 was not given, and 
79.27 per cent of the fathers escaped having their nativity reported.

The following tables aud exhibits facilitate a study of the iuflaences of 
season of year, parent-nativity, mortality, etc., upon the sex of children born 
in Michigan. Quite a full discussion of the subject has been given in pre- 
vious Beports. The Exhibits N, 0, and P, state, respectively, the number of 
births by months, as they are returned, as equalized to months of uniform 
length, and as corrected for the omissions in the enumeration. 

Other tables, exhibits, and comments, in this Report, bear upon the causes 
which appear to influence the sex of offspring ; reference may here be made 
to Table VI. and comments thereon, pages 20-29.

MAEEIAGES, 18751 



At the time of making the compilation of marriages for 1875 (February 1, 
1877), there were 11,055 marriages returned to the State Department as hav- 
ing been solemnized in Michigan during the year 1875. This is 14 more than 
the number shown in the first returns to this Department for the year 1874, 
and is larger than the number returned in the first returns for any previous 
year. If the persons who solemnize marriages, and the county clerks whose 
duty it is to record and return them, would strictly obey the law, there would 
be no correction necessary to account for additional returns from year to year. 

The following shows the average number of marriages for each of certain 
specified periods of time., including marriages in unknown month, during the 
year 1875: 

Average number per quarter 2,763.75 

Average number per month 921.25 

Average number per week 212.60 

Average number per day - 80.29 

Table I. shows by quarters of the year, the number and per cent of marriages 
returned previous to February 1, 1877, as having been solemnized in Michigan 
during each of the years 1869-1875. The largest per cent in 1875 is shown 
for the quarter ending with December, which is the only quarter having as 
much as the average quarterly per cent.

MARRIAGES BY QUARTERS OF THE YEAR. 
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Exhibit A shows, by quarters of the year, the number of marriages returned 
in the first returns for each of the years 1869-1875. The largest per cent is 
shown for the fourth quarter of each y^ar except 1869 and 18*^. The excess 
of the per cent for the last quarter over that for the other quarters is greater 
for the year 1875 than for any other year, which indicates either that the 
actual proportion of marriages was greater than usual in that quarter in 1875, 
or that the marriages for 1875 were more promptly returned than usual. The 
returns for 1876 may show which is the fact in the case. The marriages for 
several years, corrected for additional returns up to Feb. 1, 1877, are shown 
in Exhibit B, page 77.

The number of marriages, as returned and as equalized to months of uni- 
form length, for each of the years 1871-1875, is shown in Exhibit B. The 
number of marriages as returned, according to this exhibit, do not agree with 
numbers heretofore published, because, for Exhibit B, they have been corrected 
for additional returns of marriages included in the returns for years subsequent 
to the one in which the marriages occurred. This fact of the delay in report- 
ing marriages should be borne in mind by those who study the statistics of 
marriages, — ^in the interests of truth aud the advance of knowledge it should 
be stopped, but while the delay exists allowance must be made for it.

Though the State Oensas does Dot supply such data relative to inhabitautET 
as will enable cue to study the relations of the different races, and the United 
States Census is too remote from the year 1875 to make satisfactory compari- 
sons of the marriages in 1875 with the inhabitants as enumerated for that 
Census^ yet Table IV. contains a few items worthy of notice, one being that 
fully 95 per cent of the persons returned as having been married in Michigan 
in 1875 were white persons. 

Table V. exhibits the details respecting color of persons married in 1875 in 
each of the counties of the State.

Exhibit 1 shows that 69.58 per cent of all the males and 74.78 per cent 
of all the females who were returned as having been married in Michigan in 
1875 were native-born; 29.25 per cent of the males^ and 23.15 per cent of the 
females were foreign-born; and 1.17 per cent of the males, and 1.71 per cent 
of the females were of unknown nativity. In 1874^ according to the returns, 
the per cent of the native-born brides and bridegrooms was less, and the per 
cent of the foreign-born brides and bridegrooms, and of those of unknown 
nativity, was greater than in 1875.

The average age is shown by the above to be about five years greater among 
males than among females, for all nativities and for the native-born; the 
difference is slightly less for the foreign-born. The difference between the 
average age of the males and of the females married in 1874 was nearly seven 
years. 

Table VII. is not as valuable as the corresponding table for previous years, 
because the population and marriage-rate are not shown in the table for 1875, — 
for lack of statistics of the inhabitants. This table, however, is valuable in 
showing, by sex, the proportion of persons married at each age ; also the per 
cent of the sexes at each age and period of age. The largest proportion of 
males and females married in 1875 were between the ages of 21 and 25 years, 
and 66.42 per cent, or about two-thirds of all the males married in 1875 were 
between the ages of 21 and 30 years. Of all the persons who were returned 
as having been married in Michigan in 1875, 6.82 per cent of the males and 
15.58 per cent of the females were under the age of majority, (21 years for 
males and 18 years for females). Quite a number of the persons returned as 
having been married in 1875, as shown in Table YIL, were not of an age to 
contract marriage legally, as may be seen by turning to the law, printed near 
the close of this volume.

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Exhibit 2 is a new one for marriages in Michigan, and shows the nnotber of 
males and of females married, and tha excess of tlie sexes, at each age, ac- 
cording to the retarns. Of all the specified nges, except that of eightj-one 
years, the excess of females is only of those uuder the age of twentj-one years, 
there beiug an excess of males at every age specified from that of twenty to that 
of eighty-one years. This seems to indicate either that the girls choose to marry 
yoQng or that the men choose to marry young wives. Both propositions may 
be trno. It will be seen that the greatest excess is of girls aged eighteen years. 

Table IX. exhibits by counties, the number of males and of females, under 
the age of il years, who were returned as having been married in Michigan in 
1874. Tho number is greater for 1875 than for any year since the registration 
was begun. This table also shows the number of persons who vere returned 
as having been married under the lawful age. The number of males thus 
illegally married is comparatively small; but the number of females married 
nnder the lawful age is large each year, the number in each of the years 1870- 
1875 being as follows : in 1870, 116 females were married under the lawful 
age; in 1871, 150; in 1872, 148; in 1873, 124; in 1874, 151; and in 1875, 
244. In 1875, 1.30 per cent of all the females married in Michigan, accord- 
ing to the returns, were under the lawful age, and 47.6? per cent were nnder 
the age of 31 years. 

The penalty for solemnizing ( I ) such marriages can be learned from tho 
law, published near tho close of this volnme.

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Table XI. is similar to the corresponding table for previous years, and eon- 
tains some additional data. It shows the great disparity existing between the 
^es of certain persons married in 1875. The greatest disparity is shown for 
persons married in Van Buren county, where the bridegroom was 21, and the 
bride 81 years of age, — a disparity of 60 years. The greatest disparity in 1874 
was 58 years, — persons married in Berrien county ; the greatest disparity in 
1873 was 59 years, — in Jackson connty ; in 1872 the greatest disparity was 65 
years, — ^in Benzie connty; in 1871 the greatest disparity was 55 years,— in 
Hillsdale county. 
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Table XL, for 1875. contains additional data relative to nativity of persons 
Tfith great disparity of ages married in 1875. In order to avoid dividing the 
table, it is printed on pages 98 and 99, and Exhibit D is inserted here, ont of 
its proper order.

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DEATHS, 1875. 



During tlio year 1875, according to the returns, 11,990 deaths occurred in 
Michigan, a smaller number than appears for any year since 1871. Table I. 
gives a comparative view of the number and per cent of deaths, by quarters of 
the year, returned as having occurred in Michigan during each of the years 
18G9-1875. The last column for each year shows the per cent of deaths to be 
more evenly distributed over the different quarters of the year 1875 than of 
any other year. This may indicate either more complete returns for 1875 than 
for any other year, or a less than usual number of deaths in the latter part of 
the year 1875. 

The average number of deaths for each of certain specified periods of time, 
as returned and as corrected for omissions, including deaths in unknown 
month is as follows :

In the above tabular statement, the ** Inhabitants Represented by Deaths'^ 
are the inhabitants' of the State, except of those townships from which no 
returns of deaths in 1875 were received. In reading the death-rate, shown in 
the last two columns, it may be remembered that the death-rate in many of 
the healthy districts of England, as shown a few years since by Dr. Farr in a 
**Ijife Table*' constructed by him, was about 1.7 per cent, or 17 in one thou- 
sand inhabitants. It is probable that in England the deaths are more com- 
pletely enumerated than they are in Michigan, yet it does not seem probable 
that every death there is enumerated. By the tabular statement above it will 
be seen that there is reason to suppose that the death-rate in Michigan in 1875 
was not far from 1.3 per cent, or 13 deaths in one thousand inhabitants. 
This is a very low death-rate, yet it seems possible that the statement may be 
true. The method of correcting the numbers of deaths returned has been

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Table II. shows the iiambcr and per cent of deaths returned for each month 
of the years 1872~1S75, the months being arranged in oi'der, the one having 
the greatest number of deaths first. In three of tlie four years, August heads 
the list, and September and October follow ; in the other year (1874), Septem- 
ber heads the list, and August and October follow. In 1875, seven of the 
twelve months show more than the montlily average per cent of deaths, which 
does not occur in eitlier of the preceding years 1868-1874; the largest per cent 
is smaller than for any fnevious year, and the smallest per cent is larger than 
for any previous year ; that is the deaths as returned are more evenly distrib- 
uted throughout the year 1875, than in any other year. 

Table III. is similar to the corresponding tables for previous years, and 
shows, by months, the number of males and of females returned as having 
died in Michigan in 1875, the per cent of each sex to total of both sexes, and 
the number of males to 100 females. In each month there was an excess of 
deaths of males, the excess for the year being 8.08 per cent.

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The largest proportiou of deaths during the months of the year 1875, 
according to the returns, is shown., in Exhibit A, for September, the smallest 
for January; this is true to a much greater degree for the year 1874, and to a 
lesser degree for 1871, while in each of the years 1870, 1872, and 187C, the 
largest proportion of deaths was returned for the month of August. 

In Exhibit A the numbers are equalized for months of uniform length, so 
that in studying the relations of the months as regards the number of deaths, 
no allowance need be made for different length of the months.

OMISSIONS IN THE ENUMERATION OF DEATHS. 

All who are familiar with the subject know that when deaths are returned 
and recorded in the manner thus far adopted in this State, nut all deaths are 
recorded, mainly because the length of time which elapses between their occur- 
rence and the time of taking the iissessment in the Spring following the year 
in which the deaths occurred, permits of removals and of forgetfulness on the 
part of those depended upon to supply a record. The omissions seem to bear 
a direct relation to the length of time between the deaths and the making of 
the record, and this results in the omission of a greater proportion of deaths in 
the early months of the year than in the latter part of the year. If the omis- 
sions were in the same proportion for every month, it would not be so import- 
ant to make a correction, but as they are not in the same proportion for each 
month, an attempt is made to estimate the numbers omitted, and to supply 
them for the better study of the deaths by months. The manner of estimating 
the omissions, by comparing the months of December and January, with refer- 
ence to the numbers of deaths returned for the U. S. Census by the U. S. 
Marshals and the numbers returned by the supervisors and assessors, has been 
explained in preceding Reports. Exhibits G and E, and Diagram No. 3, con- 
tain details of the work, and some of the resitlting statements. 

By Exhibit C it may be seen that there is reason to believe that if each of 
the deaths had been enumerated by the supervisors or assessors in the months 
when the deaths occurred, the number in 1875 would have been found to be 
17,218, instead of the 11,919 which were returned, exclusive of those returned

MONTH OF GREATEST DANGER TO LIFE, AT EACH AGE. 

Exhibit 6 is valuable in showing in which of certain periods of life occur the 
greatest proportion of deaths, and in which month of the year the largest pro- 
portion of deaths of persons at each period of age occur. For instance, of the 
736 deaths at all ages in January, 23.51 per cent were under one year of age; 
of the 898 deaths in February, 27.28 per cent were under one year of age; and 
so on for each month of the year. And of the 3,284 decedents in 1875 under 
one year of age, 5.27 per cent died in January, 7.46 per cent died in February, 
8.59 per cent died in March, etc. In a similar manner the whole exhibit may 
be studied. 

The month of August shows a larger proportion of deaths among decedents 
under one year of age than among those of any other period of life, 14.37 per 
cent of all decedents in 1875 under one year of age having died in August. 
The greatest danger to persons under 5 years of age appears, by this table, to 
be in August ; the greatest danger to persons between the ages of 5 and 10 
years is in November; the greatest danger to persons between the ages 
of 10 and 20 years is in October ; to persons between 20 and 50 years the 
greatest danger is in October ; and to persons over 50 years of age the greatest 
danger is in October, although no very great deviation from the monthly aver- 
age per cent is shown in this table in any month for persons at this period of 
life. 

Tables V. and VI. continue the subject of deaths by ages in detail, and per- 
mit of its study by sex of decedents by months of death.

INFANT MORTALIIT. 



For each of the years 1868-1875, the immber of deaths, the number of still- 
births, aud the per cent of still-births to total deaths, is shown in Exhibit 2. 
For the years 1868-1873, the numbers of stilt-births are compiled ia this table 
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from the returns of deaths only, and do not correspond with the nambers 
compiled from the returns of births. But for each of the years 1874 and 
1875, the number of still-births as compiled from the returns of deaths agrees 
with the number as compiled from the returns of births, because the returns 
of births were corrected by means of the returns of deaths, and vice versa^ 
(See remarks on page 55). 

By Exhibit 2, it may be seen that, according to the returns, the per cent of 
still-births to all deaths was greater in 1875 than in 1874. In 1874, 3.7] per cent 
of all t)ie decedents were born dead, and in 1875 the per cent increased to 5.25.

BIRTH-MONTHS MOST FAVORABLE TO THE LIFE OF THE CHILD. 

On previous pages it was shown that more than one-quarter of the deaths 
in Michigan in 1875 were of persons under one year of age. In Exhibit 1, 
page 170, •'* Vital Statistics of Michigan, 1874,'* it was shown that tlie death- 
rate among children under one year of age was very much larger than among 
persons at any other single year of age, unless it be above the age of eighty 
years, about one-tenth of all the inhabitants aged under one year dying annu- 
ally, according to that exhibit, which, however, relates to inhabitants in 
1870, and to deaths in 1874. This large mortality among children under one 
year of age helps to make the subject of infant mortality one of great interest, 
and Exhibit 3 has been planned to show the year of death of children who were 
born in each month of the year 1874 and who died before reaching the age of 
one year. The evidence in the exhibit bears upon the subject of the compara- 
tive probability of the death, before reaching the age of one year, of children 
who are born in each of the several months of the given year. In 1872 the 
birth -month showing the greatest probability of death before the age of one 
year is October, that showing the least is May; in 1873, the greatest is March, 
the least is November ; in 1874, the greatest is January, the least is September; 
in 1875, tlie greatest is February, the least is November. By this it appears, as 
shown by the average for four years, 1872-1875, that the greatest danger of 
death before reaching the age of one year, is to children born in the first 
three months of the year, and the least danger is to children born in the latter 
part of the year. These exhibits for the several years show the proportion of 
children born who die aged under one year to be: in 1872, 9.48 per cent; in 
1873, 11.91 percent; in 1874, 9.65 per cent; in 1875, 10.99 per cent. The 
average for the four years 1872-1875 is 10.51 per cent, which is nearer the 
per cent for 1875 (10.99) than for any other year. In each year the per cent 
of decedents born in any year who died aged under one year, to births, accord-

MONTHS OF GREATEST DANGER TO LIFE OF CHILD AGED UNDER ONE YEAR. 

By referring to Exhibit G, page 116, and to Tables V, and VI., pages 117 
and 119, the month of greatest mortality to children aged under one year is 
found to be for August, next greatest in September, and next in March, in 1875. 

Exhibit 4 differs from Exhibit 3, in that it shows in whieh months of the 
years 1874 and 1875 occurred the deaths of the children born in 1874 who died 
aged under one year. For instance, each of Exhibits 3 and 4 shows that 229 
children were born in January, 1874, and died aged under one year; but 
Exhibit 4 shown, further, that 71 of these 229 children died in January, 11 in 
February, 20 in March, 22 in April, 12 in May, &c., to December, 1874, inclu- 
sive; and thus are shown the months of death of all the children born in each 
month of the year 1874, who died aged under one year, as shown in the first 
column of figures opposite each month. The next to the bottom line of figures 
contains the number of children born in 1874, who died at each month of age 
under the age of one year. Of the 3,418 children born in 1874 who died aged 
under one year, 1,346 (or 39.38 per cent) died aged under one mouth, 311 
died aged one month, 299 died aged two months, 245 died aged three months, 
&c. The third column from the last in the exhibit shows the per cent of 
children born in each month of the year 1874 who died during the month of 
birth. The smallest per cent appears for February, and the largest for Decem- 
ber; that is, of the children who die under one year of age, those born in 
February are most likely to live through the month of birth, and those bom 
in December are most liable to die during the month of birth. 

In these studies, however, one must constantly hold in mind the fact, that 
as a rule we are dealing with the evidence of the statistics for a single year, 
and also that the statistics supplied to us are not complete, the deficiencies in 
the returns of deaths being greatest for the early months in each year. The 
first difficulty may be overcome by carrying the study on by means of Reports 
for other years, and an effort has been made to correct the returns of deaths 
for the omissions, but in this particular study the corrected numbers have not 
as yet been employed. 

In the Beport for 1873, the evidence relative to those who die aged under one 
year was to the effect that the *' chances of bridging over the first month are 
greatest for children born in January, and least for those born in September.*' * 

The last column in the exhibit for 1875 shows what per cent of the children 
born in each month of 1874 died during the month of birth ; and by this col- 
umn it appears that the largest proportion of the children who die during the 
month of birth are those born in August, the smallest those born in November; 
that is, the greatest probability of living past the age of one month is for chil* 
dren born in November, while those born in August are most liable to die dur- 
ing the month of birth. This column is additional to the corresponding tables 
for previous years ; and in proportion as the returns of births and of deaths are 
reliable, the data which it furnishes are vatluable, because with accurate returns, 
they indicate which are the auspicious birth-months. 

The order of the months, those having the greatest per cent of deaths first, 
as shown in Exhibit 4, is: August, 5.07; May, 5.03; December, 4.86; ApriK 
4.79; September, 4.68; October, 4.44; June, 4.18; July, 3.91; February, 
3.79; January, 3.74; March, 3.61; November, 3.45.

TOWNSHIPS IN WHICH NO DEATHS OCCURRED IN 1875. 

Fifty-one townships were reported by the county clerks as not having had 
any deaths in 1875, against 43 townships in 1874. This number is probably 
much too largo, as it is very probable that there wore some deaths in townships 
like Minden, in Sanilac county, containing 490 inhabitants, or Helena, in 
Antrim county, containing 539 inhabitants, or Fair Haven, in Huron county, 
containing 603 inhabitants. Possibly some of the officers making the returns 
do not distinguish V^twcen the statements that there were no returns, and that 
there were no deaths, — a distinction which ought to be carefully made. If 
the reports are entirely correct, some of these townships must be extremely 
healthful places It is probable that in some of them the inhabitants are in 
the middle ages ^t winch there is generally a very small death-rate.

COLOR OF DECEDENTS IN MICHIGAN. 

Inasmnch as the Census law in Michigan does not provide for ascertaining^ 
the color of inhabitants, there are no data relative to inhabitants in 1875 with 
which to compare the deaths by color, and thus learn the comparative death- 
rates among the white and colored ; but so much of the Table XI. heretofore 
published as can be produced is printed herewith ; from which it appears that 
a little over 97 per cent of all deaths returned as having occurred in Michigan 
in 1875 were of white persons.

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NATIVITY OF DECEDENTS IK KICUIOAN. 

So much of this sabjoct as relates to the doatli-rut« by natirit; is necessarily 
omitted for 1875, bectiaeo the United States Census is too remote to supply 
useful data respecting the inhabitHuts in 1875, and the State Census law does 
not provide for any such information. 

Exhibit 6 is a new one, and is tlierefore made to embrace a few years pre- 
ceding 1876, for purjioBes of comparison. It sliowa the number and proportion 
of decedents of each nativity, in Micliigan, for each of the years 1870-1875. 
In 1875, 79.84 per cent of ail the deaths returned were of native-born, and 
17.57 per cent were of foreign-born persons, according to the returns. The 
average per cent of niitive-born decedents, for the six years 1870-1875, is 
80.62, and of the foreign-born, 16.42; and it therefore appears that in the 
rear 1875, the per cbnt of native-horn dccedenU is less, and of the foroign-born 
it is more than the average. 

Wo have no d:it.i of proportion of the native and foreign-born inhabitants 
of Michigan in 1875; but in 1870, 77.57 per cent of tlie inhabitatits of this 
State were nativc-horu ; and 'HA'i per cent vuva, foreign-born ; the per cent of 
native-born dca'detiis is, therefoii?, greater than of tlie native-born iiihabitunts. 
It should be homo in mind that the native-born inhabitants include nearly all 
the children, auioni; whom the deulh-rate is always very high.

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CAUSES OF DEATHS, 1875. 

In accordance with the method lierctofore pursued by the compiler, the 
deaths returned are systematically studied by causes, beginning with the most 
general view of the deaths from ail causes, and proceeding by way of classifi- 
cations, and alphabetical anangements, toward the consideration of the single 
8peci6ed causes, the most important of which are, as a rule, studied in alpha* 
betical order. 

DEATHS FROM ALL CAUSES IN 1875. 

Table I., page 105, permits of a comparison of the deaths returned as hav- 
ing occurred in Michigan from all causes in 1875 with those in previous years. 
From that table it will be seen that the total number in 1875 was less than 
in any year since 1871 ; and it should be borne in mind that the number of 
inhabitants of the State has been constantly increasing. 

The causes of the lessened deaths in 1875 will be best understood by study- 
ing the subject in detail, as is done in the following pages, but it may h^.re be 
stated that the decrease was largely in the months of July, August, and Sep- 
tember; that it was most noticeable in that class of diseases in Dr. Farias 
classiOeation called zymotic; and by the compiler's mode of classification of 
diseases by the part of the body affected, the decrease is most marked in the 
group of diseases of the bowels, though it is noticeable in the brain diseases, 
as may be seen by Diagram No. 5, on a following page. 

It seems probable that one of the most important causen of the decrease of 
deaths in this State in 1875 was the lower than usual temperature in this State 
in the months of June, July, and August, — shown in Diagram No. 6, on a 
following page. It is not intended to convey an idea that the deaths in other 
years which in this year were avoided were all the immediate and direct result 
of the high temperature in those years, but that the various other conditions 
of the atmosphere, and of persons, directly and indirectly connected with 
the temperature, were the causes of the deaths in the years preceding, and 
that directly and indirectly the low temperature in the summer of 1875 must 
be credited with much of the saving of human life which seems apparent when 
we study the evidence in Table I., page 105, in Diagram No. 4, Diagram No. 
5, on pages further on in this Reporc, and compare the evidence of the deaths 
reported as having occurred in 1875 with that reported for preceding years. 

One great step toward the prevention of deaths is the gaining of a knowledge 
of the causes, and the conditions favoring the causes, or favoring life when 
those causes exist. Further on in this Report the reader may find the specified 
diseases from which there was lessened mortality in 1875, the ages at which 
the deaths were lessened, the meteorological conditions in 1875, and by means 
of tables, exhibits, and diagrams, these may be compared with statements for 
other years. 

CLASSIFICATION, IN VITAL STATISTICS. 

In order to facilitate the study of the causes of deaths, it is customary to 
group the deaths in some systematic manner so that there may be gained a 
more general view than is possible to obtain from a study of specified causes, 
separately, and the classification most generally adopted is that prepared by 
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Dr. Farr, so long connected with the oflfice of the Registrar-Genera) of Great 
Britain. That classification has been used from the beginning in this State, 
and is continued not only because it is more generally used, and therefore use- 
ful for comparison with mortality reports from a greater number of States and 
countries, but also because it seems to be more applicable to the needs of the case 
than any other general system of classification in use. But however useful for 
purposes of study Dr. Fari*'s classification may bo, it must not be assumed that 
the diseases in each class and order are caused as the name of the class or 
order would indicate. To gain knowledge of the causatiou of diseases and 
deaths is the main object of the collection, compilation, and study of vital 
statistics, and to gain such knowledge it is needful to get views of the subject 
from many stand-points. 

To facilitate the grouping of the causes of deaths in other ways than accord- 
ing to the usual classification, and also to enable one readily to find the facts 
respecting any given disease, the table of '^ Specified Causes of Deaths," 
Table XVII. is published, wherein the diseases and causes of deaths are ar- 
ranged alphabetically; and this the compiler considers better for this purpose 
than to arrange them accoi*ding to the '' Nomenclature" of the Royal College 
of Physicians of London, England, which nomenclature is sometimes used as a 
system of classification in publishing vital statistics. This '^ Nomenclature" 
is worthy of careful study by all physicians, whose certificates and reports of 
the causes of deaths now vary greatly ; it should be studied by every person 
who compiles statistics of deaths or diseases; but from these facts it does not 
follow that deaths ''classified" as is the nomenclature, will be in the best 
form to teach valuable truths about the causatiou of deaths and of diseases. 

Aside from the classification according to Dr. Parr's system, the compiler 
has found the partial classification of causes of deaths shown in Exhibit 8, 
and graphically represented in Diagram No. 5, to yield valuable indications for 
further study. 

CAUSES OF DEATHS CLASSIFIED, BY DR. FARB'S CLASSIFICATION. 

In the five classes of causes of deaths tabulated in Table XIV., following, 
are included all the causes of deaths in Michigan returned for the years 1871- 
1875. In 1875, 23.34 per cent of the deaths were from Zymotic Diseases; 
18.27 per cent were from Constitutional Diseases; 29.73 per cent were from 
Local Diseases; 11.28 per cent were from Developmental Diseases; 5.39 per 
cent were from Violent Causes, and 11.99 per cent were from causes which, 
in our compilation, were tubulated as unknown or unclassified. The per cent 
of deaths from Zymotic diseases was less in 1875 than in any previous year. 

The table permits of comparisons for the years 1871-5, and also of the year 
1875 and each other year with the average of the six years 1869-1874. Just 
which diseases are included in each class may be learned by examining table 
XVI., following. 

Exhibit 7 shows the number of deaths returned as having occurred from 
each class of causes in each month, during the year 1875. By comparing this 
exhibit with similar ones in Eoports for preceding years, the time of year of 
increase or decrease of deaths in each class may be learned. The several lines 
in Exhibit 7 are pictured in Diagram No. 4, page 162, so that the eye may see 
the correct proportion of deaths from each class of causes in each month of 
the year 1875.

By Exhibit 8 it may be seen that, in 1875, 53.19 per cent of all the deaths 
returned as having occurred in Michigan were caused by the five groups there 
tabulated. The average for the seven years, 1869-1875, is 52.86 percent; 
that is, more than one-half of all the deaths in Michigan are caused by dis- 
eases of the Lungs, Bowels, Brain, Throat, and Heart. This exhibit shonld 
be studied in connection with Table XVIII., and with Exhibit T, following. 

Diagram No. 5, page 165, very strikingly illustrates the fact that the deaths 
from the groups of diseases affecting certain parts of the body vary greatly in 
different years; and there seems to be in this great promise of valuable 
knowledge when we shall have a long series of years to study in such manner 
in connection with summaries of the Meteorological and other conditions ascer- 
tained for each year in such a series. It may be seen from the diagram that 
the number of deaths returned from ''Lung Diseases'' had been constantly 
and steadily increasing, except in the year 1871 ; that the number of deaths 
from ''Bowel Diseases'' was great in 1870, 1872, 1873 and 1874, though 
decreasing in each year since 1872 ; that the number of deaths returned as 
having occurred from "Brain Diseases" increased greatly in 1872 and 1873, 
and decreased in 1874 and also in 1875 ; that the number of deaths returned 
from the "Heart Diseases" are small compared with those from the three 
other groups just mentioned, and that the deaths from each of the groups 
represented in the diagram, except the " Throat Diseases," wore decreased in 
the year 1871.

Table XV.^ page 169, contains evidence on the subject of the infiaence of 
conditions connected with locality on deaths from each class of causes. It 
should be remembered that the table is '^according to the returns''; if the 
deaths were corrected for the omissions in the enumeration the '' Per Cent of 
Deaths to Population" would be considerably increased, as is shown, for the 
entire State, on page 104 of this Eeport ; but it is reasonable to suppose that 
the seyeral divisions of the State are comparable just as the evidence stands in 
the table. It will be seen that the death-rate appears to have been least in the 
Southern-Central division, next least in the Central, then Northern -Central, 
Western, Northwestern, Bay and Eastern, Northern, XJpper-Peninsular, South- 
eastern, Northeastern, in the order named. 

In the State, the largest per cent (29.73) of mortality was caused by Local 
Diseases; in the Upper Peninsula the largest per cent is 20.89, from Zymotic 
and Local diseases; in the Northwestern, Northern, Northeastern, Western, 
and Northern-Central Divisions, the largest per cent of mortality, excluding 
unknown and unclassified, was caused by Zymotic diseases; and in the Bay 
and Eastern, Central, Southwestern, Southern-Central, and Southeastern 
Divisions, the largest per cent of mortality was from Local Diseases. If a 
zigzag line be drawn through the State, beginning at Saginaw Bay and running 
west and south on the boundary line of Bay county, thence west on the north- 
em boundary of Saginaw, Qratiot, and Montcalm counties, thence south on the 
east boundary of Newaygo county, thence east, south, and west on Kent county 
boundary, and west on the south boundary of Ottawa county to Lake Michi- 
gan, the State will be divided into southeastern and northwestern parts ; and 
in the southeastern portion the largest proportion of mortality was from Local 
diseases, and in the northwestern the largest proportion was from Zymotic 
diseases. That is, in the older-settled portions of the State, the mortality was 
greatest from diseases classified as '^ Local diseases,'' whereas in the more 
newly-settled localities, the greatest mortality was from ''Zymotic'' diseases, — 
diseases which at the time this system of classification was adopted were 
believed to be communicable or infectious diseases, the special causes being 
supposed to be of the nature of ferments. Some of the most prominent dis- 
eases in 1875 in the Zymotic class were: Measles, scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
croup, whooping-cough, typhoid fever, erysipelas, dysentery, diarrhea, cholera 
infantum, ague, and remittent fever. Some of the most noticeable diseases in 
1875 tabulated in the ''Local" class were: Cephalitis (inflammation of the 
brain), paralysis, convulsions, brain diseases, meningitis (cerebro-spinal, spinal, 
and other), spine diseases, heart diseases, pneumonia, lung diseases, enteritis 
(inflammation of the bowels), and liver diseases. The particular diseases 
included in each of these classes may be seen by referring to Table XVI. fol- 
lowing ; and Table XVII. supplies statements of the deaths from each of these 
diseases for the year 1875 and for several years preceding, so that if the stu- 
dent of this subject will find in Table XVI. the diseases included in the 
"Zymotic" or other class and turn to each of those diseases in Table XVII. 
he may compare the deaths therefrom in 1875 with those returned for previous 
years, though only for the State as a whole. The statement for each county 
is given in Table XVI. for the year 1875; by turning to Table XVI. in the 
Eeports for previous years comparisons may be made for any county.

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Casualty. — The number of deaths from Casualty is large enough each year 
to warrant special study of the subject, and Exhibit R is made and printed for 
this purpose. The specific causes included in ^'Casualty " in Table XVII. and 
the number of deaths from each of those causes are shown in Exhibit R, follow- 
ing. The exhibit shows some of the circumstances of many of the violent 
deaths in Michigan in 1875^ and may thus stimulate some persons to avoid or 
prevent these dangers. In 1875, 215 persons were returned as having been 
killed by some casualty, 182 in 1874, 223 in 1873, and 175 in 1872, many of 
which in each year may possibly have been avoided by some persons having in 
mind dangers shown in Exhibit R.

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VITAL STATISTICS OF MICHIGAN, 1876. 



The fifteen principal causes of death in Michigan in 1875 are shown in 
Table XVIII. As usual, Consumption heads the list, the proportion of deaths 
from this disease, for each of the years 1870-1875, being: 1870, 13.47 per 
cent; 1871, 13.39 per cent; 1875, 12.34 per cent; 1874, 11.14 per cent; 
1872, 10.97 percent; 1873, 10.15. Nearly one-half (49.36 per cent) of the 
deaths in 1875 were caused by the fifteen causes specified in this table. On an 
average for the six years 1870-1875, the fifteen principal causes of death have 
caused 51.73 per cent of all the deaths in this State, according to the returns. 
In each of the years 1873, 1874, and 1875, Consumption, Pneumonia, and 
Typhoid Fever are, in this order, the first three diseases in the list of the 
fifteen principal causes of death ; and in each year there is a general similarity 
shown in the diseases included in this and its corresponding tables. This table 
should be compared with Exhibit 8, page 164. 

Exhibit T shows the fifteen principal causes of death for each of the years 
1869-1875, diseases arranged in order, those from which there were reported 
the greatest number of deaths first, and facilitates the comparison of these 
years.

VITAL STATISTICS OF MICHIGAN, 1875. 



Tables XIX. and XX. supply data for the study of ten diseases which it 
seems important to study by season of the year and by age of decedents. 
Consumption and pneumonia are not included because they are more convenient- 
ly studied each in connection with the other. This is done further on in this 
Report; and deaths from both these diseases are studied in connection with the 
principal meteorological conditions. Brief comments on a few of the diseases 
mentioned in Tables XIX. and XX. immediately follow the tables; bat 
inasmuch as the best study of most of the important diseases requires data 
relative to the conditions of the atmosphere, such data are placed in this part 
of the Report, preceding the special tables employed in studying the real 
causes of the deaths assigned to certain diseases. 

Cancer, — During the year 1875, according to the returns, 202 deaths from 
cancer occurred in this State. This is a larger number than is shown for any 
previous year, the order of the years 1869-1875, greatest number first, being: 
1875, 202 deaths from cancer; 1874, 188; 1873, 171; 1872, 130; 1870, 120; 
1869, 113 ; 1871, 105. The per cent of deaths from cancer to deaths from 
all causes has been increasing since 1871, the order of the years 1870-1875, 
greatest per cent first, being: 1875, 1.68 per cent; 1874, 1.50 per cent; 
1873, 1.20 per cent; 1870, 1.11 per cent; 1871, 1.08 per cent; 1872, 97 per 
cent. In each of the years 1870-1875, there was an excess of deaths of 
females over males from this disease, the average excess of per cent, for these 
six years being 15.96, and the excess of per cent for 1875 being 28.72, — the 
greatest excess of any year; the year 1875 also showed the greatest percent 
of deaths from cancer to deaths from all causes. 

Among the decedents from this disease in 1875, there were more instances of 
cancer of the stomach than of any other specified part of the body affected ; 
and of the 202 deaths from this disease, in 112 cases the part of body affected 
was specified, — a larger proportion than is shown for any previous year. The 
part of body affected should, however, be stated for each death from cancer.

Cephalitis. — ^This disease is reported to have caused 232 deaths in ISTS, 
"which number is 1.93 per ceut of the number of deaths from all causes. The 
Bumber of deaths from this disease in each of the years 1869-1875 is : in 1873, 
333 deaths; in 1872, 330; in 1874, 261 ; in 1870, 233; in 1875, 232; in 1869, 
226; in 1871, 216. From this it appears that in 1875 the number of deaths 
in Michigan was less than in either of the years 1869-1874, except in 1869 and 
1871. In 1875, the excess was of males; the largest number died in Septem- 
ber; and 67.24 per cent were of persons under five years of age. 

HETEOBOLOGICAL CONDITIONS, AND THEIR BELA.TI0NS TO DEATHS. 

In this, as in previous Reports, tables are given showing the principal 
meteorological conditions as observed at a station near the center of the thickly- 
settled part of the State. It is believed that the conditions as tabulated 
approximate the average of such conditions throughout the inhabited portion 
of the State, and that useful information may be gained by comparing these 
tables with the tables of deaths from several of the mos6 important diseases. 
To facilitate such studies, tables are given in which the months are arranged 
in order, the month for which most deaths were returned being placed first, 
and the other months following in the order of greatest mortality from the 
given disease; then the principal meteorological conditions are stated in the 
several columns of the same table in such manner that any coincidence of the 
deaths with any such condition can be easily learned. The diseases thus 
studied are, as a rule, dealt with in alphabetical order, but consumption is 
carried toward the close in order to be studied in connection with pneumonia. 
Exhibits 13 and 14 also are inserted, in order to permit of a similar study of 
the deaths from all causes. This was first done in the last preceding Report, 
and comments on the subject may be seen on page 278 of that Report.

The last six lines in Exhibit 12 are graphically represented in Diagram No. 
S, on the page opposite this, and by that Diagram it may be seen that the year 
1875 exhibited some remarkable peculiarities in atmospheric pressure, as for 
instance, the exceedingly low pressure in February, March, and December, and 
the high pressure in April, May, June, and July.

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Croup. — Odc hundred and Bizty-seven (167) deaths from cronp ure reported 
to have occnrred iti this State in 1875. This is 1.30 per cent of the deaths 
from all canses, according to the returns, and ie a larger proportion than is 
shown for either of the years 1870, 1872, 1873, or 1874, but a slightly smaller 
proportion than for 1871. In 1873 the immher of deaths from croup was 
larger than iu 1S75, although the proportion of all causes was smaller; and ia 
1871 the number was euiallcr than in 1875, although the proportion of all 
causes was larger. Of all the decedents from croup in 1S75. 82.63 per ooat 
were under 5 years of age.

KxhibitK contains dnU concerning the deaths from cronp and the coincU 
dent Dioteorological conditions. To the usual proposition that more than aa 
average number of deaths from croup occurred in months when leas than an 
average amount of vapor was inhaled, and rice versa, there were no exceptions 
in 1875; and there ^ere no exceptions to the proposition that the weather was 
coldor than the average when there were inoro than an average number of 
deaths from croup. 

Croup and Diphtheria. — Tlic meteorological conditions, at the Michigan 
Agricaltural College, in connection with tiio deaths from croup and diphtheria, 
may be studied in Exhibit L, for [ho yeur 1875, In eight of the twelve 
mouths, there were more than the iiverago number of deaths fntm these two 
diseases when the air was colder and dryer than the average. (Considering 
cronp alone, this proposition holds true in every month of the year, as shown 
in Exhibit K and remarks thereon.

Diphtheria. — During the year 1875, there were 207 deaths from diphtheria 

in tin's State, according to tlic retnruB. This is 1.78 per cent of the deaths 
from all causea. From 1870 to 1873, the unmbei' of deaths from diphtheria 
increased with each year, and from 1S73 to 1875 the nuniber decreased; bnt 
from 1870 to 1875, tlio per cent of deaths from diphtheria to deaths from 
all causes has constantly increased, the per cent for each year being: 1870, 
1.12 percent; 1871, 1.24; 1872, 1.44; 1873, 1.52; 1874, 1.70; 1875, 1.73. 
Of all the decedents in 1875 from this disease, 4C.38 per cent went under 
6 years of age. 

Exhibit M shows, by months, the number of deaths from diphtheria id Mich- 
igan in 1875, and some meteorological conditions existing at the same time. 
The same propositions that are made in Exhibit L uro mode In thia exhibit, 
and the exceptional moutiis are the same for each exhibit.

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CerebrO'Upinal Meningitis, — There were only 36 deaths from this disease 
returned for the year 1875, against 33 for 1874, and 145 for 1873. In 
Exhibits V. and X several diseases are grouped together as has been done 
before, and in the latter, the coincident meteorological conditions are tabulated 
for purposes of comparison with the number of deaths from this group of 
diseases. 

It is worthy of remark that the hypothesis that Cerebro-spinal Menin- 
gitis may result from the reaction afterexposure to extreme cold, receives sup- 
port in Exhibit 15, page 268, in the fact that the greatest number of deaths in 
any one of the months, occurred in March, — following the excessive and remark- 
ably cold month of February. The fact that the next greatest number of 
deaths were returned as having occurred in September, is not incompatible with 
the same idea, when it is considered that the month of August, 1875, was 
unusually cold for that time of year, and that persons dressed for midsummer 
weather might be injured by a temperature which would not be low except as 
compared with the ordinary temperature at that season of the year.

— Deaths from thcao causes are so 
few compared with consumptian and other diseases which cause the greatest 
proportion of the deaths, that the incentives to the thorongh study of the 
canees of tbe disease might be slight, except that it is now showu, by the repoTta 
to tho State Board of Health, that intermittent fever causes more sickness in 
Uicbigaii than does any other disease, couseqnently it is of great importance 
that its cansatiou and best modes ot prevention shall be learned.

EXHIBIT U. — CoHOESTiTB Chills. — Deaths Returned as having occurred 
in Michigan from Cotigeslioe Chilln, by Months, during the Year 1875, and 
some coincident Meteorological conditions. 
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Congestive chills and intermittent fever are stadied together because they are 
supposed to be essentially one and the same disease. 

The atmospheric cooditions irhich seem to euBtain a causal relation to deaths 
from congestive chills are warm weather and a moist atmoephero, there being 
only three exceptions to each of the propositioQB that a higher than arerage 
temperatnre is coincident with a greater than average number of deaths, and 
that a greater than average absolate hnmidity u ooinoident with a greater than 
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average iiumbeT of deaths from eongeati?e chills. Judging from Exhibit 18. 
great changes in the utuiosphcric pressure scein to control the uumber of 
deaths from intermittent icvcr, tlicro being only two exceptions to the propo- 
sition that !i greater than avenigo range of Biirometer was coincident with a 
greater than average nnmber of deaths from this disease. This ie the only 
proposition in the eshibiC whicli holds trno as a rule, and this may not ba a 
uecessary coincidence.

Typhoid Fever. — The number of dcntlis from this disease was less in 1875 
than in any previous year except T871, the order of the years being: 1873, C77, 
1872, C20; 1874, 610; 1870, 574; 1869, 437; 1875, 433; 1871, 357. The 
per cent of deaths from typhoid fever to deaths from all caasea was less in 1875 
than in any preceding year, and 58. 14 per ctnt of all the deaths from this dis- 
ease occurred during the last four months of the year. 
EXHIBIT X. — Typhoid Fever. — Dealhs Ilelurned as having occurred in 

Michigan form Typhoid Fever, by Months, during the year 1875, and some 

coincident Meteorological conditions. 
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Tho meteorological conditions in 1875 were so exceptional in many particulkra 
that it is difficult to estimate by tlio evidence in £xhibit X., the influence of 
such conditions, yet, if by moans of tho diagrams of toQiporHtni'o and of atmos- 
pheric presBurc. — Diagrams 8 and 8, on page 252 and 2S8, wo tako a broader 
view of the subject, and especially if we study the statistics of preceding yean, 
we find tho evidence much the same as it was described on page 368 of the 
Vital Statistics of 1S7J, and 390 of tho Vital Statistics of 1874, wherein it ap- 
pears that deaths from typhoid fever are most freque<it in months and in years 
when the atmospheric pressure ia eicessive, and coincident with, or following 
experience of high temperature. In 1875, at the time of year when typhoid 
fever usually prevails in Michigan, the temperature was, and for some months 
hod beou, uuuBualiy low for the time of year, and the same waa true of the 
atmospheric pressure ; tho deaths retarued from typhoid fever were also an- 
nenally low. 

EXHIBIT 16,— Diarrhea. — Deaths Returned as having occurred ia MichU 
gan, from Diarrhea in July and August of each of the Yearn 1869-1876, 
the Average for the Seven Years ending with 1875, and some coincident 
Meteorological conditions, at the Agricultural College, near the center of the 

thichly -settled part of the State. 
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Diarrhea. — During tho year 1875, according to the returns, 283 deaths 
occurred from Diarrhea (acute and chronic) — 2.36 per cent of the deatljs from 
all causes. This is tho least number of deaths from this disetise returned for 
any year except 1871, the order of the years 1869-1875 being: 1872, 437 
deaths; 1870, 407; 1873, 383; 1874, 380; 1860, 295; 1875, 283; 1871, 216. 
More deaths from Diarrhea occurred in Auo;ust than in anv other month of the 
year 1875, and during the three months of July, August, and September, 69.97 
per cent of all cho deaths from this disease occurred. Of these decedents in 
1875, 81.98 per cent were under 5 years of age. 

By means of Table XXL, page 276, the apparent influence of locality on the 
deaths from Diarrhea may be studied, though the numbers of deaths are too 
few in most of the divisions to supply very useful data. In the State as a whole, 
2.36 per cent of tho deaths from all causes were caused by Diarrhea; and ia 
the southeastern division (which includes the city of Detroit) the per cent is 
about double that in the State as a whole. 

CAUSATION OF SUMMER DIARRHEA. 

Two or three important facts which do not seem to have been considered 
together in connection with the causation of summer diarrhea may profitably be 
thus studied, namely (1) the well-known fact that there is frequently if not 
generally lack of digestion of some part of the food eaten, this being proved by 
tho character of the discharges of infants, etc. ; (2) the fact, recently estab- 
lished, that profuse perspiration causes a change in the quality of the gastric 
juice, diminishing the normal quantity of at least one essential element of that 
fluid ; (3) cholera infantum and summer diarrhea are now frequently treated, 
with apparent success, with such remedies for defective digestion as lacto- 
peptine. 

\Vhen we consider that, in Michigan at least, the Vital Statistics show that 
the deaths from diarrhea occur when the air is hot and dry relatively though 
moist absolutely, conditions favoring excessive perspiration, that this has been 
ascertained to be true when the several months of the year for several years are 
studied and also when a series of years are studied, the hot years being those in 
which diarrhea is most fatal, that the same has been found to be true of sick- 
ness from diarrhea as reported to the State Board of Health in weekly reports, 
and compiled and published in the Annual Reports of the Board, the inference

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seems plain that ouo main cause of summer diarrhea is the hot dry air, and that 
it can hardly bo (what has been suggested by Dr. Longstaffe, in the London 
Lancet, Juno, 1880) a species of communicable ferment which thrives best in 
warm weather, though some considerations point in that direction, as for 
instance the much greater prevalencoof diarrhea in cities than in country dis- 
tricts, the sudden outbreak of it on exposure to breathing exhalations from an 
army *'sink," etc. ; but these facts may in part bo explained by a consideration 
of the influence of the nervous system, and in part by supposing that internal 
oxidation does not go on fast enough under such circumstances; there appears 
to be a comparative absence of ozone in cities, as well as in ordinary fonl 
places; diarrhea occurs in months when ozone is deficient, when the movement 
of the air is at its minimum ; the processes of life undoubtedly require active 
oxygen, and it may be that digestion does not go on normally without the fall 
supply of active oxygen ; we know that the acetic fermentation requires the 
presence of oxygen ; in connection with the indirect influences of heat in 
disturbing the digestion, the possible influence of a lack of active oxygen is 
worthy of attention, especially as it appears that the time of year when the 
greatest sickness and most deaths from diarrhea occur coincides with the time 
of least ozone ; and the same appears to be true as regards places, the country 
districts being favorable to the presence of ozone and to the comparative 
absence of diarrhea. 

The rapid deterioration of prepared food, and of fresh vegetables kept long 
before their use, is another factor to which one new fact may now be added, 
namely, that certain destructive fermentations are arrested by the presence of 
peroxide of hydrogen — a substance formed under some circumstances similar to 
those favoring the formation of ozone, and the usual tests for ozone do not dis- 
tinguish between that and peroxide of hydrogen. 

The points to which attention is here especially asked are those which seem 
to help explain facts long known and other facts repeatedly shown in these sta- 
tistics, namely that diarrhea accompanies and follows hot weather ; the changing 
of the character of the digestive fluids in the body caused by excessive perspira- 
tion, this last phenomenon being a well-known elfect of snmmer heat, seems to 
help explain why diarrhea sometimes prevails when the food used is as good as 
can be had, yet its digestion is not accomplished. 

Exhibit 20 permits of a study of the relations of atmospheric conditions to 
deaths from diarrhea, during the year 1875. It will be seen that the year 1875 
was not exceptional, so far as relates to the rule that the most deaths occur 
during or immediately following the warmest weather. The proposition 
that more than the average number of deaths occurred in months when the 
temperature was higher than the average, holds true for ten out of the twelve 
months.

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As regards the relation of the relative humidity of the air to deaths from 
diarrhea, shown in Exhibit 20 and remarked upon on pages 273-4, it should be 
stated that examination since that paragraph was written has convinced the 
compiler that the evidence on that point is not yet complete, and that the 
words ''dry relatively" in the second line of the paragraph, and the word 
'Mry " in the first line on page 274, should not be there. The compiler regrets 
that it WHS printed as originally written before the error was noticed. 

Dyi^enfery, — This disease caused 102 deaths in Michigan in 1875, according 
to the returns. This is 142 less than the number returned for 1874, 157 less 
than for 1873, 294 less, than for 1872, 11 less than for 1871, 212 less than for 
1870, and 74 less than for 18G9. In 1875, 114 (or 70.37 per cent) of the 162 
deaths from this disease died during the three months of July, August, and 
September ; and 85.18 per oent were of children under 5 years of age.

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Measles, — One hundred and thirty-four (134) deaths from measles occurred 
in this State in 1875, — 1.12 per cent of the deaths from all causes. The 
largest proportion occurred in December, and 79.10 per cent were of persons 
binder five years of age. 

Eheumatisni. — Although rheumatism is not one of the '^ ten causes of death/' 
nor even one of tlie ''fifteen principal causes of death," yet it is one of the 
principal diseases specified in the Annual Reports of the State Board of Health 
as causing sickness in Michigan, therefore it seems desirable to supply data for 
as complete study of the conditions coincident with deaths from rheumatism as 
it is possible to obtain. 

Exhibit 19, page 278, is a new one, prepared and here published for the first 
time. It permits of as tudy of the relations which the principal meteorological 
conditions bore to the deaths from rheumatism in Michigan during the year 
1875. It should be noticed, however, that the numbers of deaths are very few, 
consequently conclusions cannot be reached from statistics of any single year. 

It will be noticed that in each exceptional case of less than average vapor in 
fiionths of more than average deaths from rheumatism the air was colder than 
the average, and in each exceptional case of more than average vapor and less 
than average deaths, the air was wanner than the average, indicating that (if 
there is any relation) cold and dampness of atmosphere are conjointly factors in 
<san8ing death from this disease. 

If it should turn out that Ozone is not abundant when rheumatism is most 
fatal, and is more abundant when it is least fatal, the fact may be a very use- 
ful one in connection with the supposed relation of rheumatism to deficient 
oxidation in the body, as, for instance, of uric acid to urea. Taken in connec- 
tion with the lessened exhalation from the lungs, — shown in the tenth figure- 
-column of the table — it may serve to explain the greater prevalence of this 
disease at certain seasons, and furnish a useful guide to the prevention of the 
disease. 

The fact that rheumatism affects the dense fibrous tissues of the body may 
be found to have some relation to the atmospheric pressure referred to in foot- 
note ' to Exhibit 19.

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Scarlet Fever. — During the year 1875, according to tiie retLinis, 433 deaths 
occurred from Scarlet Fever in this State,— 3.53 per cent of tlie deaths from 
all causes. Neai'iyoiio-quiirterof tliedcatiis from this disease in 1875 occurred 
ill the two months of Marcli and December, and 89.11 per cent were of peraons 
under teu years of age. The number of deaths from Scarlet Fever in 1875 was 
less than in any year since 18G0, the order of the years (including Canker Hash 
and Scarlet Hash), greatest number first, being: 1870, 85'^ deaths; XS71, 096; 
1873, 580; 1872, 6C5; 1874, 44u; 1875, 434; 18G9, 252. 
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Exhibit y contains datit for tho sttidy of tlio relation of atmospheric condi- 
tions to deaths from Scitrlet Fever. There are only tliree exceptions to each of 
the propositiona that the Ceniperature was luwer than the uveruge in iiioiithH 
when more than the average number of deaths occurred, and that the absolute 
humidity was less than tho average when more than the average number of 
deaths occurred. That is, there are more deaths from Scarlet Fever in cold, ' 
dry weather, than when the air is warm and moist.

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Whooping-cough. — During the year 1875, according to the returns, 101 deaths 
occurred from Whooping-cough in this State. This is the smallest number 
returned for any of the preceding years 1869-1874, except for the year 1871. 
The largest proportion in any moutii of 1875 is shown for June, and 98.02 per 
cent of the total number were of persons under five years of age. 

Consumption, — More deaths occur from Consumption than from any other 
disease, in this State as in other States. During the year' 1875, according to 
the returns, 1,479 deaths were caused by this disease in Michigan. This is a 
larger number than appears for any of the preceding years 1809-1874.

causes most deaths in cold, dry months.

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THE AVERAGE AGE OF DECEDENTS. 

The average age of decedents for each of the years 1870-1875 is shown, by 
sex, in Exhibit Q. The average of all decedents does not vary very much from 
year to year, that of the year 1873 being the greatest — 31.20 years — and that 
of the year 1870 being the least — 23.50 years. Of all decedents, of the dece- 
dents of each nativity, of all those aged 20 years and over, and of the deaths 
from consamption, the average age is greater among the males than among the 
females. It will bo seen, by the second line in Exhibit Q, that the same was 
true of the inhabitants living Juno 1, 1870. 

Table XXIX. contains data concerning the age of decedents of different 
occupations during the year 1875. Although the highest age shown for any 
class is for Soldiers, there being only one decedent, the evidence is of no value 
by itself as representing the class. Excluding this class, the Cultivators of the 
Earth reached the highest age of any class in 1875, the average age of the 
decedents of this class being 58.49 years; and the Seafaring Men as a class 
died younger than the decedents of any other class, their average age being 
37.92 years. In connection with this study we need to have a census which 
will give us the average ages of persons living in each occupation.
